UtT IT PLEASE YOTJB MAJESTY, 

I have the honour to present to your Majesty iny annual Report 
on the condition and progress of this College during the academic 
year 1892-93. 

I — The Peofessoeiate. 

In several of my Annual Reports I have had occasion to refer to 
the good fortune of the College in having, as its Professors, a body 
of men most eminent in their several departments, and thoroughly 
devoted to the great work which has been committed to them by 
your Majesty. The experience of the past year amply confirms 
the opinion which I have thus expressed fi-om time to time. 

I have to report that in May last Professor Redferu placed in my 
hands his resignation of the Chair of Anatomy and Physiology 
which he had held for the past 83 years. The services which he 
rendered, during this long term, to the department over which 
he presided, as well as to the entire Medical School of the 
College, could scarcely be over-estimated. Nor were his labours 
and sympathies confined to the department of Medicine. The 
whole College was the constant object of his solicitude, and what- 
ever services he was asked or was able to render to it were most 
ungrudgingly bestowed. I am glad to be able to state that, in 
order to commemorate his long connection with us, and to mark 
the respect and regard in which lie has uniformly been held 
by his colleagues and the public, a movement has been set on 
foot for having his portrait painted and hung in. the Examination 
HaU. 

In the month of July, death deprived us of one of our oldest 
professors. Dr. Robert Foster Dill, who had, for twenty-five years, 
occupied the Chair of Midwifery. His ability, great geniality, 
and strong individuality will secure for his name long remem- 
brance within the walls of tho College with wbicli he was so 
long connected, and among the many generations of students who 
aat at his feet. 

During the year a new Chair, which is to bear the name of 
“The DunviUe Professorship of Physiology,” was established in 
the College, and provided with an endowment of £240 per annum, 
by the Trustees of the Sorella Trust, a trust created by the late 
Wm. DunviUe, Esq., of this city. The Trustees were ena.bled to

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found this Chair by the munificent action of E. G. Dunville, 
Esq., D.L., who acquired from them a very valuable piece of ground 
belonging to the Trust, and presented it, at a total cost of over 
£13,000, to the Corporation of Belfast, to be maintained as a public 
park. The College Statutes have been altered, under your 
Majesty’s Eoyal Sign Manual, in order to allow of the founda- 
tion of this Chair, which is the first established in the College 
by private beneficence. In addition to the other duties of his 
P'rofessoi-ship, the Dunville Professor is to deliver annually a 
short course of public lectures on Hygiene, or some subject 
connected therewith, at such nominal charge for admission, if any, 
as may be approved by the College Council. By the establish- 
ment of this Chair Anatomy wdll, for the first time in the history 
of the College, be enabled to enjoy the services of a Professor 
wholly devoted to that very important subject. There can be 
no doubt that great advantage will accrue to our Medical School, 
to the entire College, and to the public generally, from the 
foundation of this Professorship, and I tnist that the example, 
which has been set by the gentlemen who have founded it, will be 
followed by others of our fellow-citizens who are interested in the 
promotion of education. 

II. — The Students. 

The numbers of students in attendance daring the past Ses.siou 
were — in the Faculty of Arts, 166 ; in the Faculty of Medicine, 
243 ; in the Faculty of Law, 24 ; in the School of Engineering, 
13. Making allowance for four students who attended in more 
than one Faculty, the entire number on the College books for the 
year was 442, of whom 414 were matriculated, and 28 non- 
matriculated. The great majority, viz., 390, came fi.-om various 
parts of Ulster, 9 from Leinster, 9 from Connaught, 5 from 
Munster, 15 from England, 4 from Scotland, 1 from the Isle of 
Man, 1 from France, 2 from Spain, 3 from India, 1 from Ceylon, 
and 2 from Australia 236, or considerably more than half of 
them were over twenty-one years of age, 206 being younger. 
The number of lady students was 8, and the number of freshmen 
97. The demeanour and discipline of the entire body was most 
satisfactory. 

I have received the following reports from the Deans of 
Eesidences as to the oversight which they took of the moral and 
religious welfare of the .students during the Session. 

“ Dear Mr. Phesidext, — I have much pleasure in reporting to you on 
the conduct of the Church of Ireland Students in Queen’s College, Bel- 
fast, during the past Session. 

From my constant ohservation, and inquiry at their lodging places, I 
am enabled to say that the moral conduct and habits of the Students 
were most eAcellent. A gentlemanly and high-spirited tone is evidently 
influencing the young men.

The Societies foiuned by the Students amongst themselves for their 
own unprovement had, I am happy to know, prosperous sessions during 
fte year— -the Literary and Scientific Society under the presidency of 
Mr, J. Sinclair Baxter, b.a., and the Medical Students’ Association 
under that of Dr, J. S. Morrow. 
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III, — Academic Successes. 

There %vas during the Session the usual keen competition for the 
College Scholarships and prizes. It is our happiness to possess, 
in addition to the foundation scholarships, several others of a 
most valuable character, which have been founded hj- wise and 
public-.spirited benefaetore, and which at once encourage the 
pursuit of learning amongst us and preserve the names of tho.se 
by w’hom, or in whose memory, they have been founded. I refer, 
for example, to the Pakenham Scholarehips founded by tlie Rev. 
Arthur Hercules Pakenham, of Lanvford Lodge, in memory of 
the late Major-Geneml the Hon. Sir &rcules Robert Pakenham 
and the Hon. EmUy Lady Pakenham ; the SuUivan Scholarships 
established under the will of the late Robert Sullivan, Esq., LLJ). ; 
the Porter Scholarships established under the will of the late 
John Porter, Esq., of Belfast ; the DunvUle Studentships founded 
by the late Wm. Dunville, Esq., of Belfast ; the Andrews Student- 
ship founded to commemorate- the name and services of Dr. 
Thomas Andrews, P.R.S. ; the Blayney Exhibition derived from 
funds bequeathed by the late Lord Blayney ; and the M'Kane 
Medal founded under the will of the late Professor M'Kane. The 
answering on which these and all our honours have been awarded 
during the year has been of a very high character. 

On several occasions I have called attention to the remarkable 
successes of students of this CoUege at the Universities and 
elsewhere, and it is my pleasing duty now to refer to another 
series of such successes gained during the past year. 

Most of our students resort for their degrees to the Royal 
University, where they have to compete with candidates from 
all parts of Ireland and from other countries, and I think the 
following statement of the results of the examinations of this 
University during the year, so far as this College is concerned, is 
very noteworthy. 

At the First University Examination in Arts, the students of 
this College gained many First Honours in Latin, in Greek, 
and in Experimental Phy.sics. But in Mathematics then- success 
was most remarkable. In this subject, they carried off all the 
First Honours that were awarded, except one, or five out of six, 
including the first of Fust. At the Second University Examina- 
tion in Alts, they also gained many First Honours in French, 
in Mathematical Phy.sics, and the first of First in Experimental 
Ph}'.sics, But it was in Mathematics again that they most 
of aU distinguished themselves, gaining every First Honour, 
wnthout exception, that was awarded in that subject. At the 
still higher, and, of course, more difficult and important Exami- 
nations for the B.A. Degree, this series of victories was still 
continued. Here, a Belfast student was first of First in llalhe- 
maties ; another, first of First in Ancient Classics; and another, 
first of First in Experimental Science. One gained the first d 
the First Class Exhibitions, and two others, fmlowing closely on 
his lead, Exhibitions of similar value, while three others gained 
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other high and valuable Exhibitions. One Student gained a First 
Class in Logic, Metaphysics, Ethics, and History of Philosophy ; 
and another7a Fii-st Class in Civil and Constitutional History, 
Political EconomJ^ and Jurisprudence. StiU pursuing the 
course of the Royal University Examinations, I find that in 
those for M.A., out of four candidates who gained the Degree 
with First Class Honours, three were Students of this College, 
and one of the three made so brilUaut an examination in 
Philology and Latin Composition that the Senate conferred on 
him the unusual honour of a special prize of £50. At the same 
Examinations, two Belfast men gained Studentships, worth £300 
each, in Mathematical Science and Experimental Science, res- 
pectively. I take leave to say that this long list of triumphs is 
most noteworthy, and affords the best proof that could be given 
of the thoroughness with which the work of the College is 
carried on. 

It is right that I should also refer to some of the successes 
gained during the year by .students of our Medical School. At 
the First Examination in Medicine of the Royal University last 
summer, they gained some very high distinctions, including First 
Honours in Zoology, Botany, and Experimental Physics, and a 
First Class Exhibition, while at the Spring Examinations of this 
year, where there was an unusually keen competition, they won, 
on very liigh answering, several Fust Honours and Exhibi- 
tions. 

I must also report some of the distinctions gained during the 
year by our School of Law. In my lost annual Report I had the 
pleasure of referring to a series of honours gained by its 
students during the previou.9 year at the Royal University, 
at King’s Inns, and the Temple, honours so numerous and 
brilliant that I felt bomid to say of them — “ Seldom has any 
College been able within a single year to boast of .such a number 
of honours gained by its students in law.” It might have been 
expected that the exjoerience of that brilliant year could scarcely 
he repeated, at all events quickly. But this year there is another 
series of victories to chronicle, which i.s almost as notable. For 
example, at the last Examinations of the Royal University for 
the degree of LL.B., Belfast men gained all the prizes that were 
awarded. At the Examinations held at King’s Inns, prior to call 
to the Bar, one Belfast student gained the John Brooke Scholar- 
ship, the monetary value of which is £1.50, and another the twenty 
guinea prize, and a, third alumnus of this College, at the Honour 
Examinations held in London by the Council of Legal Education, 
which ai'e open to the students of the four Inns of Court, obtained 
the first place, along -with a prize of £60, as well as the first place 
in Constitutional Law and Legal History, with a further special 
prize of £50. Our School of Law may well bo proud of such a 
succession of triumphs. 

A list of the distinctions which have been gained by Belfast 
students during the year at Oxford, Cambridge, and other Uni- 
versities; is given in the appendix to this Report. Here I may 
oriy mention that two of them have gained mathematical exhi- 
bitions at St. John’s College, Cambridge; that another has been

appointed Demonstrator of Animal Morphology at Cambridge, 
and another elected a Fellow of St John’s,* while yet another was 
the winner at Oxford of the Chancellor’s Prize for the best 
English essay. 



IT.— The College Buildings. 

During the year some special works have been executed on the 
Colle<re buildings. The gas-lighting of the Examination Hall and 
Outer Hall has been entirely remodelled, with the result that both 
are now brilliantly lighted. The Gymnasium has been re-floored 
and re-fitted, and the Ball-court put into thorough order, A 
portion of the new buddiDg for the accommodation of the School 
of Chemistry, to which I referred in my last annual Report, has 
been in progress during the year, but it has not yet sufficiently 
advanced to allow of our making use of it. I may be allowed to 
express the earnest hope that not only will it soon be available 
for the purposes for which it is intended, but that the remainder 
of the building, as designed by the Boai-d of Works, will be pro- 
ceeded with at an early date, so that the entire department of 
Chemistry may be accommodated therein, and the rooms at 
present devoted to that subject left available for other uses for 
which they are much required. 

The movement for the erection of a Students’ Union, to which 
I also made reference in my last report, has been vigorously car- 
ried on during the year. A sum of over £3,600 has now been 
subscribed for the purpose, many of our graduates, and not a few 
of the residents of Belfast, having contributed most generously, 
A number of ladies have now, with much spirit, undertaken the 
t.osk of organising a Fancy Fab in aid of the fund.s, and, judging 
from themanner in which they have entered upon their task,and 
from the reception which then- proposals have met, there is every 
prospect of their efforts being crowned with signal success. 
The Dnion buildings, when erected, providing, as they will, a 
Hall for the meetings of the Students’ Societies, a Reading-room, 
a Dining-room, and other apartments, will undoubtedly be a very 
valuable acquisition to the College. 

While, however, we are thus adding to our buildings, it is 
mj' duty to state that the College is yet very far from being 
properly equipped in this respect, whether we look to the work 
which has been committed to it, and which it is doing with such 
vigour and success, to the number of students who resort to its 
class-rooms, or to the great and rapid strides which various 
branches of science have of late been making. It most urgently 
and specially' needs, just now. Laboratories in various depart- 
ments. ’The necessity for a Biological Laboratory I have again 
and again urged. A properly constructed and properly fitted 
Physiciil Laboratory is also much required. A complete Labora- 
tory for the department of Pathology ought also to be provided, if 
that newly oi'ganised department is to have full scope for its work; 
and the need of a thoroughly equipped Physiological Laboratory is 

* While this Report wag passlcg throngb the Preas, the newa of the untimely <Ieeth of 
tbi9 gentlemin, lir. H, D. Darbishire, was received •with deep regret, 
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rendered more pressing than ever by the institution of the new 
chair in that subject. Then, again, the Natural History Museum 
urgently needs enlargement, and the department of Engineering 
requires a workshop fitted with proper apparatus for the teaching 
of mechanical engineering. All I can do in this report is to 
call attention, in the stronge.st and most emphatic manner in my 
nower to the pressing necessity which exists for meeting these 
wants’ at the very earliest possible period. 

V. — The College Libeaey 

Continues to receive sedulous care. During the year about 1,000 
volumes were added to it by purchase or presentation. It is now 
estimated to contain about 51,000 volumes. Last year the pre- 
paration of a new catalogue was rMolved upon, and, after mature 
consideration, the services of a special Library Clerk were engaged 
for this purpose. For more than a year he has been devoting 
his entire time to the work under the supervision of the Librarian, 
and it is expected that shortly the Card Catalogue, which is 
first being aimed at, will be completed. It will undoubtedly 
prove a great boon to readers in the library.
